It was pointed out that the grand jury is 
authorized by law to investigate criminal 
conditions on its own initiative and the plea 
was made that this power be used to force 
the guardians of the secret code numbers 
used for names and addresses in the report 
to furnish this and all other undisclosed in- 
formation as the foundation for indictments. 

The letters were written by H. H. Van 
Meter of the Chicago Christian Endeavor 
union and a number of them were received 
by the jurors in the aftergoon. They re- 
fused to state what attitude they’ will as- 
sume in the grand jury room this morning 
and State's Alitorney Wayman ceciined to 
discuss Mr. Van Meter’s action. 


Key in Safety Deposit Box. 

The much discussed key is sald to be held 
in a safety deposit vault, to which five mem- 
bers of the commission have keys. Thecom- 
mission, as a municipal body, dissolved itseif 
by submitting a statement to that effect to 
the city council on Sept. 25, and al! of its 
records were said to have been turned ove. 
to individual members of the bods as trustees 
to be held until a private vice commission— 
composed of individual citizens without con- 
nection with any. governmental OER 
could be organized. 

It is believed the five men who have keys 
to the safety deposit box—which can be 
opened only when three of them are present, 
one of whom must be the president or the 
secretary—are Dean Sumner, chairman; E 
W., Sims, former district attorney, secretary; 
Dr. A. W. Harris, president of Northwestern 
university; Chief Justice Oleon of the Mu- 
hicipal courts; and the Rev. E. A. Kelly. 


Former Attempts Fail. 

Their refusal to make public or even Ge- 
liver to city officials any information no‘ in- 
cluded in their published report was ground 
for predictions they would as stubbornly 
meet the present situation. They would 
not discuss their positions last evening. 

“The responsibility rests upon us all,” 
reads the closing paragraph. “ as citizens of 
Chicago and Cook county and the state of 
Illinois, but to you grand jurors has been 
given the power to act for us. We believe 
you will be true to your sacred trust and not 
betray it. We are sure every Worthy citizen 
will sustain you therein.”’ 


Points to Power of Body. 
The statement of the grand jury's powers 
follows: 

The grand jury, being the legal guardian 
of the moral welfare of dur community, 
empowered by law to investigate criminal 
conditions and present theresults of their 
findings for action, as follows: 

A_ grand jury may, on its own knowl- 
edge, or that of any of its members, make 
a presentment, without there being any 
prosecutor or indictment previously pre- 
sented to it. (American and English En- 
cyclopedia of Law, 2d edition, volume 17, 
page 1280.) 

Your attention is invited to the follow- 
ing facts: On June 2, 1910, the vice com- 
mission was authorized by an ordinance 
of the city council of the city of Chicago, 
and appointed by the mayor of Chicago on 
July 5, 1910. 

On April 5, 1011, the report of the vice 
commission was presented to the mayor 
and city council of the city of Chicago, 
showing existing conditions respecting 
vice in the city of Chicago. 

It was thereupon ordered by the city 
council of Chicago “that the vice com- 
mission be authorized to print, publish,

Foreman Thinks Well of Plan. 

W. H. Merritt of Riverside, foreman of the 
grand jury, said he was inclined to believe 
the vice report might prove to be worthy of 
investigation with prosecutions for ls. vio- 
lations in view, but he felt the present body 
had as much work ahead of it as evuld be 
finished before the end of the sessions. 

“I suppose we will talk the matter over to- 
morrow and some decision with regard to it 
will be reached,” he said. 

“ The investigation,”’ said Chief Justice o1- 
son, “was not made for the purposes of 
prosecution. I examined few of the witnesses 
personally. Apumber were given assurances 
their names Would not be discloséd and the 
material they furnished would not be used as 
the basis for prosecution. For that reason 
the commission has refused to submit the 
key for examination by any One not con- | 
nected with its operations.

Dear sir: After calling at the office of 

the American Gum company and care- 
fully investigating your sanitary way of 
manufacturing, vending, and selling your 
Golden Rod gum, I heartily indorse your 
sanitary ideas. We have a wave passing 
all over this country that will sanitarize 
ail our food products in time. We have 
just abolished the public drinking cup in 
this state, and I hope to see it become 
universal. I am a firm advocater of any 
progressive sanitary idea that will tend to 
benefit the public welfare. 

Another letter, written to Ald. Cullertc>. 
reads: 
Ald. E. F. Cullerton: Inclosed you will. 

find certificate of stock for 100 shares of 

the American Gum company. You will 
also find receipt for $1,000 in payment for 
same. 

The ~isit of the police to the factory was 
followed by creditors, who seized and moved 
out a large amount of intricate and expensive 
gummaking machinery. 


Many “Partnerships” Sold? 

The charge is made that Mr. Pointdexter 
was operating an elaborate swindle whereby 
he was. selling partnerships, with a salary 
of S50 a week, to every gullible individual he 
could deprive of $1,500, Each partner was 
ignorant of the fact that there were any 
others. lkour of these victims turned up 
yeste rday. The authorities believe they will 
find a small host of them today, as the part- 
nership offers had flooded the country. 
known victims are: John Schutt¢n, 817 West

senate. 

Morris ceclared that the information was 
given to him chiefly by “a Mr. Cook of Du- 
suth,” who figured prominently in the frst 
investigation of Senator William Lorimer, 
and that Cook said that Robert J. Shields of 
Superior, Wis., is also mentioned in the Lori- 
mer case, was pald $7,500 for his services in 
putting the dea] through. 


Statements Admitted to Deoeés 

Before testiiying, Lieut. Gov. Morris stip- 
ulated that his statements were to be taken 
as “ second hand information,’ as they were 
based on what others had told him, but, Re 
~eaid, as a-high official of the state he deemed 
it his duty to divulge what he knew. Under 
this condition Senator W. B. Herburn, the 
chairman, instructed him to proceed and the 
testimony was mace part of tae committee's 
record. 

The substance of what Lieut. Gov. Morris 
testified was told to him was: 

‘That after charges were made in a iegis- 
lative commiitee, co-cerning the manner of 
Senator Stephenson s nomination at the 
primaries in 1908, and while his election was 
still pencing in the legislature in 19098, Ed- 
ward Hines went to Senator Stephenson at 
Washington and told him that because of the 
charges the senator could not be re@lected; 
that at Hines’ suggestion it wa: then agree@ 
they each would raise $55,000 to put the 
election through. 


Shields Named as Agent, 

“That R. J. Shieids was empiv) ec to carry 
on the work; that subsequentiy Shielcs went 
to Washington and obtained from Senator 
Stephenscn a check signed in blank and that 
later Shields appeared in Madison with a 
lavish display of money. 

“That aithough there had been a dead- 
lock in the iegisiature for weeks it succenly 
Was announced that on a certain day the 
election of Scnator Stephenson would take 
place; that it did not take place on the day 
specified, but it did take place about a week 
later, on March 4, 1900; that on that day 
three Democratic members absented them- 
selves, thus giving Stephenson a majority. 

‘That Shieids paid the bill for a special] 
train to take from Milwaukee to Macison a 
legislator who was favorable to Stephenson. 

“That the legislative investigating com- 
mittee had enceavored to secure Shieids as@ 
witness, but that he had left the state.

“ Why did you vote for William Lorimer for 
United States senator?’ the witness was 
asked. 

“I 
was a close personal friend of former Sheriff 
Thomas E. Barrett and a deputy sheriff under 
him. When Barrett was taken sick and to 
the Columbus hospital I was with him nearly 
all of the time.

Trades Only Recently Abandoned. 

“The men folks were hunting wild beasts 
with the crudest of weapons, while the wom- 
en, who were ill supplied with food and 
shelter, solved the primitive probleme of 
self-preservation by inventing the great 
trades of mankind,"’ said Mise Addams. 

“It was not by accident that the primitive 
woman stumbled upon the paths: leading to 
civilization» It was because necessity spurred 
their mindstoactivity. Their physica! weak- 
ness and their offspring kept them from the 
chase, but their minds were illumined in- 
stead by the discoveries which they made, 

“It is only during the last-few hundred 
years that women have neglected the trades 
which really belong to women, quite as much 
if not more than they: belong to man. 


Women Taking Up Men’s Trades. 

“It is @ pity that even that trade which 
women know as their own, that of cooking, 
has begun to slip from them. The prevailing 
fondness for uncooked, predigested and 
canned foodstuffs has encroached on the 
kitchen. These foods and modern machinery 
have made manua! work and the art of cook- 
ing almost negligible. 

“On the other hand, women seem to be 
invading the trades of men. The number of 
women in blacksmithing is increasing, but 
every year sees fewer number of our sex in 
dressmaking and millinery.”

A closely attentive jury listened yesterday 
while two witnesses for the state testificd 
Maurice (Moss) Enright, on trial for murder, 
yas the man who ran out of the Briggs 
house bar a moment after the firing of the 
shots which killed Vincent Altman. The 
twelve men were impaneled before Judge 
McSurely at noon, after an examination of 
wo veniremen which lasted thirteen days. 

Attorney Charles E. Erbstein, who, with 
Attornéy James T. Brady, represents the de- 
fendant, left little doubt as to what hie tac- 
tics would be. ,He referred to State's Attor- 
wey Wayman as ‘“ governor” more than 
once, used language to Assistant State's At- 
torney John Northup which the court char- 
ecterized as ‘“‘improper and indecent,” and 
reached a climax by virtually accusing the 
state of subornation of perjury. 

‘* We willl show,” Erbstein told the jury in 
his rggliminary statement, “that Enright 
was not present in the Briggs house bar, 
either immédiately before or immediately 
after the shooting of Aitman. We will show 
that. the. evidence against Enright was 
bought’and paid for; that Nicholas Hunt and 
John Wayman know it was not Enright whe 
did the ¢hooting.”’ 


Statement Ordered Stricken Out. 

This last sentence proved not oniy to be 
the climax, but the end of Erbstein's ad- 
dress to the jury. Judge McSureiy ordered 
the statement stricken from the record. 

Arnold Warner, an 18 year old bell boy 
at thé Briggs house in March, told a straight- 
forward story of how he saw Enright 
struggie in the doorway with John J. Brit- 
tain .until Brittain let, him go at his re- 
quest. Attorney Brady asked the witness 
some questions to show that he had been ia 
the custody of a policeman for four months. 
Brady objected quickly when State's At- 
torney Wayman attempted to show the wit- 
ness had asked for police protection. 
Norman Goldstein, 16 years old, also a

Bell boy, at’ the Briggs house, corroborated | 


Warner's testimony. When Goldstein was 
atked to identify Pnright in the court room 
he pointed a finger at the defendant. At- 
terney Brady asked the witness only per- 
functory questions. . Goldstein also has been 
in the custody of a policeman for four months. 


“Enright Much €xcited.” 

“I, had known Enright about a month,be- 
fore the shooting occurred,’’ Goldstein testi- 
fied. “‘I was on duty on the day of the shoot- 
ing and-~-was waiting on a customer at the 
cigar. stand when I heard the shots.. A min> 
ute later a <rowd came rushing out of the 
barroom and among them was Enright. The 
crowd pushed me down when they came out, 
but when I got up again I saw Enright. He 
seemed much excited.” 

“Where had you seen Enright before that 
day?’ asked the state's attorney. 

“ In room 508,” he answered. 

** Who occupies that room ?’’ 

** Simon O'Donnell.” ; 
Bloody clothes which Altman bid worn 
when shot and the bullet taken from his 
body wére produced by the state. Dr. War- 
ren Hunter, coroner's physician, testified as 
to the character of Altman’s wounds and 
identified the bullet he found and the holes 
im the clothing which it made. Dr. Hunter 
testified that the bullet was of thirty-eight 
caliber, but could not be induced by the de- 
fense. to state whether he believed it came 

from a revolver or a magazine pistol. 

The state chose not to show its hand entire- 
ly, but took an adjournment at 4 o’clock, 
when Dr!

river forjunks. Its powerful whirlpools made : 


junks dizzy and cast them on the rocks, 
There is a Lorelei every fifteen feet. Just 
beyond this Reach the British gunboat Wood- 
lark was swirled around, her stern smashed 
against the rocks. Her rudders useless, she 
entered the rapids broadside on and her 
bows were folded up on another rock. 

It is still early. {I should be asleep yet, 
but the engines stopped. That generally 
causes the heart to stop beating, and so you 
awake. I don’t know what is the matter. 
Capt. Plant is not in sight and I would not 
like to tackle him if he were. But, what. 


Lever it is, we are off again. And everybody 


seems rather subdued and wears a sort of 
resignedto-fate look. And when one speaks 
it is: “Yes, it is a wonderful trip; I would 
not have missed it for worlds; I will be glad 
when it is over.””

Like. the Upper Columbia. 
Past littl Patung, a most picturesque 
town hanging on a ridgé. Pretty plain sail- 
ing now.

If the red earth hiliside fielde were cov- 
ered with brown grass, if the Yangtse water 
were not 80 yellow, we might be in the Upper 
Columbia, say about Hood river.

A dozen 
junke smuggle in a cove waiting for e fall. 
Hundreds of gay blue trackers bask on the 
rocks. of the way a path has been 
chiseled out of the face of the cliff. Stone 
cut steps lead up and down and over spurs 
with straight Walla Gloomy the mountains 
are the desolation is intense, but still there 
is beauty here on @ huge scale and glorious 
coloring—-greens, grays, drabs, slate, white 
brown; green of many hues, from the deep 
bluish ting6 of the cypress clad mountains to 
the Mght green of stunted grass. 

Awesome, too. For a mile we have bucked 
wild hissing whirlpools, fought boiling spots 
which roar. up and overwhelm the Snutung’s 
deck, Look at. the water at the base of 
that cliff, sixty feet away! Did you ever 
see such a cauldron? We gain slowly. 
Now we are within twenty feet of—now we 
have passed that point and we may light our 
pipe.

‘The disappearance of 
the young Finnish girl/ Lydie Kyrkland, 
from Dearborn station, one of the principal

The conditions are these: Chicagojis, next 
to New York, the principal point of arrival 
and distribution of immigrants in the United 
‘States. The railroads bring these strangers, 
many of them, like Lydie Kyrkland, unable 
to speak English, and dump them like cat- 
tle at their terminals. 

At the terminals they are left at the 
mercy ‘of hack drivers, expressmen, runners 
for cheap hotéls—and agents of the white 
slave traffic. At the Dearborn station these 
harpies swarm in when an immigrant train 


' arrives, and while the policemen stand by 
and watch the proceeding they clamor and | 


even physically lay hold of the bewildered 
immigrants to get them away. 

What chance hes a young girl or even a 
grown woman or an able bodied man, for 
that matter, strange to our language and 
strange to the city? ; 

The number of girls that disappear after 
leaving New York is appalling. :The ex- 
ploitation of strangers permitted the.lowest 
‘grade of cabmen and hotel runners in Chi- 
cago ig a disgrace to the city, and so far as 
the city department of police is responsible 
it seems to bea deliberate policy. Doubtless 
these cabmen and runners are a valuable po- 
litical asset, but if their pull at headauar- 
ters is sufficient to protect them, then all 
the more necessary is it that the federal 
government should take the situation in 
hand. 

The Immigrant Protedtive league, a 
private association of philanthropic men 
and women, is doing what it can to take 
eare of the immigrants reaching Chicago. 
The league has appealed to the police de- 
partment and to railroad officials to put an 
end to exploitation. It also has appealed 
to Secretary Straus under the last adminis- 
tration and to Secretary Nagel to establish 
an immigrant bureau. But actien halts. 
The Association of Commerce, we believe, 
-has promised to urge the bureau, but results 
are too long delayed. The bureau should 
have been in operation yearsago. Now that 
its need has been repeatedly demonstrated 
there is no excuse for further delay.

QUANTITY OF FOOD. 

HERE is a great deal of misinforma- 
tion about what to eat and what not 
to eat from the standpoint of food 
values. It is true that lean meat is 
rich in protein end js good for build- 

ing up tissue. Starches and sugars are 


rich in carbohydrates and are good in {ur-- 


nishing energy. Vegetables, as compared 
with meats, are rich in carbohydrates and 
sugars and low in protein, [ats are rich 
in hydrocarbons and are especially useful 
in making ‘heat. Salts are needed for 
nourishment, and water is needed for diges- 
tion and assimilation. 

Meats are not, however, all protein, and 
vegetables contain a good deal of protein. 
It is net possible to draw a hard and fast 
line between the use of foods since tissue 
building protein can make heat, and vice 
versa. 

A few variations have been exaggerated 
into all sorts of absurdities. We hear of 
fish brain food, et cetera. 

The fact is, it does not make much dif- 

ference what food you eat. It does make 
a great deal of difference how much you 
eat. While there is something in quality, 
the very important point is quantity. 
* Most any man can eat most anything if 
he will eat it slowly and chew it very well, 
and then, having swallowed it, will forget 
about it. A period of quietude after eat- 
ing will increase his latitude in things which 
can be eaten. 

The harm whith is done by eating is in 
the main from eating too ek. Children 
over 2 years of age and men doing hard 
physical labor seldom eat too much. 

The advice to cut down the volume of 


' food applies to office workers, clerks, and 
_ other men and women who do not get 


much muscle work. 

The particular reason for writing on this 
subject just now is that more food is re- 
quired during the winter than during the 
As the weather gets colder it is 
advisable to increase the quantity of food. 
More heat is needed and that calls for food. 
The colder weather stimulates one to take 
more exercise, and that demands more tissue 
building. : 

The adyice to go on a tropical diet when 
the weather is tropical indicates that when 
the weather ceases to be tropical the proper 
thing to do is to change the volume and, in 
some measune, the kind of food to match, 
especially to increase the amount of fats 
and meat.

W.T. N. writes: ‘“ Will you kindly state 
whether there ts much, if any, danger of 
disease being transmitted through the 
putting of cigars in one’s mouth?” 


REPLY. 

Some cigarmakers still practice the nasty habit 
of shaping the cigar end by moistening and rolling 
it between their lips. Again, some smokers put 
their cigars in their mouths and then clip the end 
with the cutting machine. The next man does the 
same thing. In this way the cigar cutter may be- 
come a source for the spread of disease.

0. C. B. writes: “I was born and raised 
in an upland town in Vermont. From our 


farm, north and south, there ran hardpan

Sometimes the cabinet ministers give these 
missions to political adherents or to personal 
friends, paying them from funds of their de- 
partmen:s, and there have been recently 
cases Drought to light of persons who had re- 
ceived such commissions, involving voyages 
to the orlent or to South America, but who 
had never left Paris, although they had 
drawn in advance ali their salaries and trav- 
eling expenses. That this is no exaggeration 
is shown by the fact that a Parisian journa- 
jist is now being sued by the government for 
the recovery of money thus obtained. 

Still less difficulty is made by the cabinet 
ministers in intrusting a friend or acquaint- 
ance with an official mission abroad, when he 
does not ask for any remuneration or even 
expenses, and offers to defray the entire cost 
of hig trip himeelf. 

This was the case with the young French- 
man who now styles himself the Comte de 
Perigny, who is a familiar figure in New 
York society, and who owes much of his ac- 
ceptance on this side of the water to the fact 
that he obtained from a French cabinet min- 
ister the official mission to report on condi- 
tions in Central America.

Realizing, thereupon, the importance of 
Austria's attitude in the entire affair Navoko- 
vitch and another of the leaders of the con- 
spiracy proceeded to Vienna, where it was 
intimated to them by some Austrian persen- 
age high in authority that once Peter Kara- 
georgevitch had been proclaimed king his 
election to the throne by the Servian nationa] 
legislature would meet with no opposition on 
the part of the Austrian government. 

It was this that virtually determined the 
conspirators to continue in their resolve to 
remove King Alexander, and people in Vienna 
are speculating as to who this Austrian dig- 
nitary was who thus dispelled the final hes- 
itation of the conspirators against King Alex- 
ander and practically decided his fate. It is 
suggested that he was possibly Count Go- 
louchowski, who was Austrian minister of 
foreign affairs at the time and that his sub- 
sequent withdrawal into private life, which 
has, until now, been always shrouded in @ 
certain amount of mystery, was prompted 
by Emperor Francis Joséph’s dissatisfaction 
with the encouragement that he had, in so 
many words, given to Navokovitch and his 
fellow conspirators. 

Asta Navokovitch is the leader of the Serv- 
ian bar and is one of the three acknowledged 
organizers and leaders of the conspiracy. It 
is universally admitted that his revelations 
are entirely authentic, and within rather than 
beyond the truth. They have created a sensa- 
tion, both throughout Servia and et most of 
the European courts, where they are held to 
strengthen the reports of King Peter’s immi- 
nent abdication. 

It is difficult to see how Peter can possibly 
continue to remain on the throne after Na- 
vokovitch’s disclosures of his complicity in 
the conspiracy which resulted in the murder 
of his predecessor and notices have already 
been given by members of the Servian leg- 
islature that as soon as ever it meets this 
month at Belgrade they intend to interpeliate 
the government concerning the king’s conni- 
vance at the tragedy.

the greatest amount of lawbreaking by motor- 
ists was due to the tender age of the offenders. 
The driver of the cab that killed Michael 


Morrissey was only 17 years old. He said — 


the accident was unavoidable, and perhaps 
it was to him, but if a more mature driver 
had been at the steering wheel Morrissey 
might still be living. Some responsfbility for 
the accident should rest on the person who 
permits a boy like that to drive a car, 

“But in both the accidents one thing was 
plainly evident—that neither vehicle was 
equipped with a warning signal, or else that 
it was not used. Every motor vehicle should 
be equipped with a signal that sends out the 
harsh, abrupt note tha€ spells danger. There 
are plenty of these signals. ‘The city can 
easily force the adoption of warning signals 
that really warn.

A LABOR PARTY 


Referendum Vote Shows Over- 
whelming Majority Against 
the Proposition. 


STATE BODY IN SESSION. 


Illinois Federation to Ask Legis- 
lation in the Interest of 
the Toilers. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springtield, Lil., Oct. 17.—( Special. }—There 
will be no labor party in the Illinois political 
arena next year. When the State Federa- 
tion of Labor convened in annual session 
this morning Secretary-Treasurer Morrison 
reported the result of the referendum vote 
taken to ascertain the feelings of Illinois 
workers on thé question of creating a new 
political party. Seventy local unions in the 


} state yoted on the proposition. There were 


1,75 votes in favor of a labor party and 
8.154 against it. 


Action on McNamara Case. 

A commission was appointed to draft res- 
olutions protesting against the alleged kid- 
naping of the McNamara brothers, charged 
with dynamiting the Los Angelés Times build- 
ing. 

President Wright in his message strongly 
urged indorsement of legislation to establish 
a uniform school text book law in Illinois. 


Changes in Convict Labor. 

He insisted that convict labor should be 
utilized only in road building and not in the 
manufacture of clothing and furniture. He 
said an agreement between the state federa- 
tion and the prison authorities becomes 
effective this year with the result that the 
manufacture of shirts, overalls, cigarets, 
cooperage, leather working, and molding had 
ceased in Illinois prisons. 


Legislation Urged by Women. 

A massmeeting of women was héld tonight 
under the auspices of the National Woman's 
Trade Union league. Mrs. Raymond Robins 
of Chicago, president of the league, and Mrs. 
D. W. Kneffler of St. Louis, vice president 
were the principal speakers. Both speakers 
advocated women factory inspectors, women 
suffrage, and a minimum wage scale for a)! 
workers.

! WICKERSHAM DEEMS PENALTY 


NECESSARY TO PREVENT CRIME | 


Attorney General Says Law Must Be 


Obeyed in the Battles of Economic 
Forces. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 17. —In the battles of 
economic forces for supremacy, the law must 
be obeyed, even thaugh it seems to favor 
one class as against another. This view 
was expressed by Attorney General Wicker- 
sham in a speech before the American Prison 
association tonight. 

Punishment in some form, declared the at- 
torney general, is still necessary to prevent 
crime. 

Mr. Wickersham favored the extension of 
the parole law to include life prisoners. He 
regarded it an incongruity that prisoners 
sentenced to one terme for vicious crimes 
should be eligible for parole, when the man 
convicted of second degree murder must 
remain in prison for life. 

Mr. Wickersham this evening denied that 
he had given out any statement indicating 
what action the department of justice might 
take relative to the reorganization plan an- 
nounced bf the American Tobacco company. 
He said it had not come to him in an official 
way and that he would not attempt to act offi- 
clally on a matter which had not been brought 
to his attention.
